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‘Yes’ to nursery 
operating plans 

CHILDMINDERS operating an Ofsted rated 
'outstanding' nursery at Shelle House in 
Court Barton, Crewkerne, have been 
granted permission by South Somerset 
District Council to provide day care for a 
maximum of 20 children up to the age of six. 

The decision was made at the Area West 
Committee last week, despite the 
objections of local residents and the town 
council. 

Their original application had been 
reduced from 25 to 20 children and they 
were not allowed to go up to eight years of 
age, as hoped. In addition they must have 
no children on site before 8am and none on 
site after 6pm with no weekend or evening 
sessions, or bank holidays. 

The number of children playing outside at 
any one time was given a limit of seven and 
the courtyard they play in must be rub¬ 
berised to reduce noise. This excludes the 
area under cover for the sole use of babies. 
Another condition was that play time out¬ 
side to be restricted to a maximum of 45 
minutes per session, with at least an hour 
and half period between each 45 minute 
play session.

School bus cuts 

DAVID Laws, MP for Yeovil Constituency, has 
called on Somerset County Council to scrap 
its plans to end free transport for children 
from Merriott, who are due to attend 
schools in Crewkerne from this September. 

A number of parents have contacted Mr 
Laws to complain about the change in plan 
by Somerset County Council, and the sug¬ 
gestion that the children could instead walk 
to school down the busy A356 route. 

The route from Merriott to Crewkerne is 
just inside the three mile limit for free trans¬ 
port, but free transport has been granted in 
the past as the local roads were considered 
too unsafe for children to walk to school 

Mr Laws said:"The free travel has lasted 
many years, and this decision was taken be¬ 
cause the routes into Crewkerne from Mer¬ 
riott were considered unsafe for young 
children to walk. 

"The county council now seems to be sug¬ 
gesting that children walk an even less safe 
route, down a narrow country lane and onto 
the main A356. 

"I am writing to the Chief Executive of 
Somerset County Council, asking for these 
plans to be scrapped and for the free trans¬ 
port to be restored."

Jazz favourites return 
to llminster Arts Centre 


ILMINSTER Arts Centre favourites Steve Graham, 
Mike Denham and John Wurr who audiences will 
know from the popular'SpeakEasy'sessions, return 
for a night of irresistible New Orleans inspired jazz. 
This time they will be playing with Steve's full seven- 
piece band Classic Jazz. 

Formed in 2005 from a desire to play the exciting 
hot music of King Oliver, Jelly Roll Morton and other 
New Orleans' bands of the 1920's, as well as the clas¬ 
sic rags of Scott Joplin and his contemporaries, Steve 
Graham's Classic Jazz does not set out to reproduce 
slavish copies of the original recordings. It has its 
own distinctive sound which creates driving, swing¬ 
ing ensemble jazz. This is the music from which the 
immensely popular'Trad" bands of the 50's and 60's 
developed their styles.

New 99g/km Audi A1 cleans up even more thoroughly 


THE price of progress in the 
Audi A1 1.6 TDI falls even 
further from this week as an 
even more fuel efficient ver¬ 
sion of the frugal premium 
sub-compact hatchback 
shrugs off road tax and the 
London congestion charge 
through a lower 99g/km 
C02 output. Improved 
74.3mpg economy poten¬ 
tial, and unchanged OTR 
prices for the SE, Sport and S 
line models ranging from 
£14,480 to £17,865, also 
help to make the thriftiest 
A1 an even more desirable 
proposition. 

Further optimisation of 


the fuel system and engine 
management unit has re¬ 
duced the C02 output of 
the A1 1.6 TDI from 
105g/km to 99g/km, and 
boosted its official com¬ 
bined economy figure from 
70.6mpg to 74.3mpg. As be¬ 
fore, the achievement of 
these outstanding figures is 
aided by engine start-stop 
and energy recuperation 
systems. 

The performance deliv¬ 
ered by the turbo charged 
and directly injected com¬ 
mon rail unit also remains as 
keen as ever. The A1 1.6 TDI

door A3 1.6 TDI which can 
also offer 99g/km and 
74.3mpg capability, the A4 
TDI Saloon with 120g/km 
and 61.4mpg, the new A6 
2.0 TDI saloon with 
129g/km and 57.6mpg and 
the TT TDI quattro with 
53.3mpg and 139g/km. 
Later in 2011, another high¬ 
light will be launched in the 
shape of the front-wheel- 
drive A8 3.0 TDI luxury sa¬ 
loon, combining 204PS 
with the potential to cover 
up to 47.1 mpg while emit¬ 
ting just 159g/km of C02.
